JEFFERSO N CITY. Mo., April 26. 
— Governor Hyde today returned to 
Secretary of State Charles U. Beck­ 
er, the “mine wash house bill” with 
his veto and announced that he was 
letting three bills die automatically 
by not signing them. 
Th* thirty day period from the 
tim e when the legislature adjourned. 
in which the governor must approve 
or veto bills passed by the general 
assembly, expired last night at mid­ 
n ig h t 
Bills unsigned when the time 
lim it expires automatically die. This 
is known as the "packet veto.’* 
The 
three 
measures 
unsigned 
were: 
Senator McCawley^s anti trust bill 
which 
took the 
power of making 
anti-trust proceedings from the attor­ 
ney general and vested it with the 
prosecuting attorney of the various 
counties, as was formally the law. 
T he governor said he opposed this 
measure as it scattered the power 
of Investigating the antitru st 
pro­ 
ceedings among the prosecuting at­ 
torneys and removed the incentive of 
making them. 
R epresentative Whitaker's act was 
the second bill “pocket vetoed” and 
provided that 
blind 
persons 
could 
ride free of charge on railroads and 
street railway system s. 
R epresentative King's bill, giving 
the county courts in counties of 20,- 
000 population and over, the powder 
to appoint a deputy health commis­ 
sioner was the third bill unsigned. 
In a statem ent explaining his veto 
of the mine wash house bill the gov­ 
ernor declared that the present wash 
house law for mines is more advan­ 
tageous than the proposed measure. 
The proposed bill would have re­ 
quired the owners and operators of 
coal m ines in the state, where fifty 
or more miners are employed, to con­ 
struct a suitable wash house, large 
enough to accammadate all the men 
employed. 
The wash house would 
have had to have 
had 
individual 
lockers for each 
employe, 
heated, 
lighted, and 
equipped 
with 
steam 
driers, at least one shower bath for 
every ten men employed. Plumbing 
for hot and cold water under pres­ 
sure, would have been provided, with 
a separate room and bath for ne­ 
groes. 
Continuing the governor’s 
state­ 
ment said: 
"Missouri now has a wash house 
act 
which 
provides 
facilities 
for 
changing clothing and cleaning up af­ 
ter work. 
The present art applies 
to all mines employing ten men or 
more. 
This proposed act applies on­ 
ly to mines employing fifty men or 
more. 
This bill calls for greater ac­ 
commodations 
and 
conveniences 
than the present act but it repeals 
any wash house facilities whatever 
from all mines employing less than 
fifty men. Ail mines now* employing 
more than ten, and less than fifty 
men, would be relieved of any duty 
with respect to providing wash hous­ 
es at all. 
"I can understand how" the larger 
mines may need additional facilities, 
but I cannot comprehend 
why 
the 
benefits of any wash house whatever 
should be taken away from miners 
working in mines 
employing 
less 
than fifty men. 
It is my understand 
ing that such smaller mines employ, 
in the aggregate, fully one half of 
the total of miners in the state.” 
About noon today 
the 
governor 
sent th© three bills, that he had an­ 
nounced earlier he had not signed, to 
th© secretary of state with his cr 
ial veto. 
As the time for vetoing or approv­ 
ing bills expired last night at mid­ 
night the governor’s action in veto­ 
ing the three measures has no effect, 
the bills having automotically died 
when the tim e expired, th* 
secre­ 
tary of state explained.

“booze dividend,* of the liquidating

also was among those charged with 
receiving a share of the liquor.

THE JEFFERSON MEMORIAL. 


The nation-wide movement to raise one 
million dollars for the purchase and pre­ 
servation of the home of Thomas Jefferson 
deserves to succeed. 
Monticello is a noble 
old mansion within a few miles of Char­ 
lottesville and overlooks one of the fairest 
valleys in all Virginia. 
In some respects 
the house and its environs are more impres­ 
sive than Mount Vernon, and that is saying 
much. 
In a modest cemetery near the entrance 
of the estate, the dust of the famous Amer­ 
ican reposes. 
A plain and simple shaft 
bears his name and there is no reference in 
the inscription to the fact that Jefferson 
was president of the United States. 
The 
epitaph, however, significantly states that 
he founded the 
University 
of 
Virginia, 
wrote the Declaration of Independence, 
and was author of a bill of rights. 
The most noted men of Jefferson’s day 
.were guests of Monticello, among them La­ 
fayette. 
So generously did the master of 
that fine old estate dispense hospitality en­ 
tertaining his friends that he bankrupted 
himself, and shortly after his death the 
place passed out of the hands of his heirs. 
The political controversies and partisan ex­ 
cesses of that dramatic period in our na­ 
tional life are of secondary interest now*, 
while the inherent greatness 
of the men 
who were making history then is of primary 
importance and unending interest to suc­ 
ceeding generations. 
Thomas Jefferson’s 
is one of “the few, the immortal names that 
were not born to die.’’ 
Monticello, 
along 
with Mount Vernon 
and the Lincoln home at Springfield, should 
be forever set apart as monumental shrines, 
to which the peoples of all nations may pil- 
primage in increasing numbers to pay trib­ 
ute to the Great Hearts of the greatest of 
republics. 


LOUVAIN LIBRARY RISING AGAIN. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 


The wanton vandalism involved in the 
destruction of the famous library of Lou­ 
vain, early in the great war, stands out as 
the greatest crime ever perpetuated against 
the intellect of the human race. 
The rancors engendered by the conflict 
may wane; racial hatreds may measurably 
subside. 
“Frightfulness” 
achieved 
its 
worst when it committed the crimes against 
humanity w*hich made the very name of 
German hateful. 
But the ruthless razing of the university 
and library, in insensate revenge for the 
heroic stand at Liege and Hamur, stands 
out alone among the 
colossal 
crimes of 
modem history. 
It is most gratifying, however, to note 
that, so far as possible, the university and 
library are being restored, especially the 
latter. 
Irreparable 
losses 
of books and 
manuscripts 
occurred, 
in 
the nature of 
things. But at least some semblance of the 
original will be secured. 
When the library 
was 
given 
to 
the 
flames it contained 300,000 volumes, in ad­ 
dition to priceless 
manuscripts, historical 
documents, maps, charts and similar treas­ 
ures. 
The collection dates from 1636. 
A catalog which escaped the run has 
been of great help in the restoration. 
The 
treaty of Versailles requires Germany to 
restore the contents of the library, so far as 
possible, and it is stated that the govern­ 
ment has handed over the collections of 
several savants in reparation. 
The Belgian 
commission 
charged with 
reduplicating in Germany as much as pos­ 
sible of the Louvain library has achieved a 
good deal of success by following up adver­ 
tised sales of ancient manuscripts in Ger­ 
many and has insisted on the Belgian right 
of choice. 
One of the first to respond to a call for 
books was Herbert Putnam, curator of the 
United States congressional library, who 
gathered together 25,000 volues. 
The Rv- 
lands library at Manchester, England, 
promised 30,000 
books 
and 
collections 
were made for the 
purpose 
in 
France, 
Spain and other European countries.

The oyster plant, vegetable oyster, 
or salsify is now in the market from 
last year’s gardens, being one of the 
few vegetables that remains in the 
ground over winter and is harvested 
as soon as it can 
be dug 
in the 
spring. The oyster plant has a deli­ 
cate flavor and should 
be 
grown 
more freely and doubtless would be 
if people were more familiar w ith it. 
One of Its disadvantages is 
that 
when cleaned it gives off a milky 
juice, the root turns black and is un­ 
wholesome 
looking 
when 
cooked. 
This fault is obviated 
by 
cleaning 
and scraping the roots in water in 
which a little vinegar has been plac­ 
ed and in allowing 
the 
prepared 
roots to stand in cold vinegar water 
until it Is tim© to cook them when 
they may berinsed off and the dark 
discoloration will not destroy their 
appearance. 
They are best 
either 
creamed cr fried in batter. 
Salsify may be sown as soon as 


the ground can he worked in soma 
out of the way corner of the garden 
as it needs a full season’s growth 
and even then does not make an ov­ 
erly large root. 
It is often allowed 
to grow so thick that the long slend­ 
er roots have little chance to devel­ 
op. It should be thinned to six inch­ 
es apart. 
It does well in a variety 
of soils but responds to cultivation. 
The mammoth Sandwich Island is a 
favorite variety w*ith 
larger 
roots 
than some of the older sorts. 
It may be harvested in the late 
fall and placed in the cellar, but the 
root seems tenderer and better flav­ 
ored when allowed to remain in the 
soil until early spring. It Is used In 
soups in the same manner as oys- 
tors, its flavor being somewhat sug­ 
gestive of that popular mollusk. 
It may be sown as a follow crop 
to some of the earliest 
vegetable 
such as spinach and lettuce and rad­ 
ishes.

Johnson testified at the legis- 
Artive committee’s hearing that Ta- 
bert’s body was buried in a spot three 
miles away from where his grave 
now stands. 
The committee arrived early last 
afternoon. 
Johnson was riding in

the legislators. 
W ithout extending 
any salutions to the committeemen, 
"Cipt. B iir Fisher walked up to the 
car and, addressing Johnson said: 
"You tell them where you buried 
Tabert if you know what’s good for 
you." 
While he was addressing the form­ 
er convict, eight men with pistols 
protruding from their belts stepped 
up behind the spokesman.

FOODS OF VARIOUS KINDS 


’13I7E HEAR much of the Mexican 
tamales. 
The word means 
dumpling in Spanish or a meat 
patty. 
With not a world-wide ex­ 
perience In the professionally made 
tamale, so far they have been any­ 
thing hut edible. 
There seems to 
be no reason why they may not be 
made at home, properly cooked and 
seasoned, to taste more palatable 
than half-cooked corn meal sea­ 
soned with more red pepper than 
is 
wholesome for any 
stomach. 
Here Is one recipe worth experi­ 
menting w ith: 
Take the meat from one-half of 
a 
boiled chicken, one clove 
of 
garlic, one-half of a medium-sized 
onion, one-fourth of a teaspoonful 
of cayenne pepper, one teaspoonful 
of salt, one cupful of com meal, 
two or three small red peppers and 
a few com husks. 
A tamale is a 
mixture of meat laid into a cake 
of cooked meal, then wrapped and 
tied In com husks and bolled in 
chicken broth which contains a 
goodly amount of red pepper. Chop 
the chicken, as well as the other 
Ingredients, 
and 
the 
onion 
and 
garlic. 
Form the meat and sea­ 
sonings into rolls about two inches 
long and three-fourths of an Inch 
In diameter. 
Pour bolling water 
over the com meal to make a 
a thick paste, stir and cook, add­ 
ing salt. 
Pat out a tablespoonful 
of the paste, wrap the roll of 
chicken In it, then wrap each roll 
in the clean Inside husks of com 
which 
have been 
gathered 
and 
saved for Just such purpose. 
The 
husk, if dry, should be scalded in 
hot water, for various reasons, not 
the most important to soften it 
so that It will wrap easily. 
Tie 
and trim the tamales, drop Into 
boiling chicken broth and cook un­ 
til the com meal has had time to 
be well cooked. 
Oatmeal Gems.—Take one-quar­ 
ter cupful of honey, one cupful of 
sour milk, one egg, one cupful of 
graham flour, a little salt, one-half 
teaspoonful of soda; mix well. then 
add three tablespoonfuls of melted 
shortening. ’ Pour Into gem pans 
and hake In a moderate oven.
